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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The applicant's amendment changes the scope of claim 1. The scope of dependent claims 2, 21-23 will be 
changed because they directly or indirectly depend on claim 1 . 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argue that "the amendments do not 
raise any new issue requiring further search and/or consideration as the amendment amplify issues previously discussed throughout 
prosecution". The examiner disagrees. The applicant's amendment narrows the scope of claim 1 . The scope of dependent claims 2, 21- 
23 will be changed because they directly or indirectly depend on claim 1. 

The applicants further point out that the Miyaji teaches "the glass particles 8 have significantly smaller diameter than the vertical thickness 
of the adhesive 3". The examiner disagrees. In paragraph [0007] and [0008], Miyaji discloses the adhesive has a vertical thickness about 
0.01 mm (0.01 mm = 10 micrometer). In paragraphs [0011], Miyaji discloses the particles have a diameter of 10 micrometer or smaller. 
Thus, the examiner still maintains that Miyaji discloses the spherical bodies can have a diameter which is substantially the same than the 
vertical thickness of the adhesive 3. 
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
